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Hatchfield: 
Town votes 
to oppose 


OPPOSITION has been lodged 
against a housing development 
which could have “a massive 
impact” on Newmarket. 

The Town Council’s plan¬ 
ning committee voted to op¬ 
pose Lord Derby’s plans for 400 
homes at Hatchfield Farm, in 
Fordham Road, on Monday. 

Councillors voted to object 
on seven points - damage to 
the racing industry, lack of in¬ 
frastructure, archaeological 
concerns, water shortages, en¬ 
vironmental concerns, traffic 
issues at the A142/A14 junction 
and concerns about the town’s 
historic significance. 

An outline planning applica¬ 
tion was submitted last month, 
less than two years after a larger 
plan for the site was thrown out 
by the secretary of state. 

Chairman Cllr John Berry 
said: “This is something which 
has raised strong views before, 
although it is a much smaller 
development. 
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“It doesn’t come with a sweet¬ 
ener of employment space. It 
will create jobs in the short term 
whilst it is being built but there 
is nothing for the long term.” 

The proposal for 400 homes 
was chosen following a public 
consultation. 

Cllr Rachel Hood said: “It is 
clearly 400 houses now and 400 
houses later and then another 
400 and so on. I don’t think 
any of us should be under any 
illusions that there is any dif¬ 
ference to what we objected to 
previously. 

“It is something that will 
have a massive impact on 
Newmarket... a town of 
national and interna¬ 
tional importance and 
further urbanisation of 
the town will be damag¬ 
ing to the core industry.” 

But Cllr Chris Turner, 
who voted against the mo¬ 


tion to oppose the develop¬ 
ment, said: “We must have 
more housing in Newmarket, 
the issue is what is the best 
place for it. I think this is a bet¬ 
ter option than we have had 
before and I would go for the 
outline application.” 

Lord Derby’s spokesman 
has said the development re¬ 
flects the vision outlined in 
the Prince’s Foundation report, 
commissioned earlier this year, 
which said the north east of 
the town would be suitable for 
housing. 

More than 7,000 homes must 
be found across Forest 
Heath by 2031 and draft 
estimates for New¬ 
market suggested the 
town should take on 
around 1,230 homes. 
The figure has not 
yet been finalised.

New hospital 
clinic to open 


ANOTHER new clinic is set 
to open at Newmarket Hos¬ 
pital. 

It has been anounced a 
second new outreach clinic 
will start at the end of the 
month, at the community 
hospital in Exning Road, just 
days after a specialist physi¬ 
otherapy clinic was also an¬ 
nounced. 

The new musculoskeletal 
physiotherapy clinic, run by 
the West Suffolk NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trust, will cater for 
children with a wide range 
of musculoskeletal condi¬ 
tions, including torticollis 
(twisted neck) and plagio- 
cephaly (flattened head) in 
newborns, Erbs palsy, foot 
deformities and minor gait 
abnormalities. 

Kathy Hammond, a spe¬ 
cialist paediatric physi¬ 
otherapist, said: “Previously, 
young patients with mus¬ 
culoskeletal conditions who 
needed physiotherapy had 
to travel to Bury St Edmunds 
for treatment, which can 
impact on school and their 
family life. 

“We are launching these 
two new clinics to bring 
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these services closer to 
home and make them easier 
for people to access. 

“After assessing each pa¬ 
tient, we will be able to de¬ 
sign a treatment programme 
tailored to their needs. This 
can include personalised 
exercise programmes as well 
as reassurance, education 
and advice. 

“We hope that by working 
with children as early as pos¬ 
sible, we can make the big¬ 
gest difference to their con¬ 
dition and quality of life.” 

Young people with more 
complex conditions such as 
functional pain disorders 
and chronic fatigue syn¬ 
drome, can also be 
treated at the clinic. 

She said: “We are 
committed to mak¬ 
ing it as easy as 
possible for people 
to access the spe¬ 
cialist care we pro¬ 
vide, and are really ^ 
pleased that these

Barrows ready 
for Christmas? 
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VICTORIAN barrows 

planned for the High Street 
could be on show in time for 
Christmas. 

The Newmarket Retailers 
Association (NRA) has been 
working on plans for hand¬ 
made wooden barrows to be 
set up on the High Street so 
retailers can sell their wares. 

The group has ordered 
two large and two small bar- 
rows already, using their own 
funds, but at a community 
service committee meeting 
on Monday, representatives 
from the NRA appealed to 
the town council to release 
£3,000 of grant funding to 
pay for them. 

It is hoped they will be 
showcased during the fes¬ 
tive period.

The project is being fund¬ 
ed by a £10,000 grant from 
the Mary Portas Scheme to 
the town, which was condi¬ 
tional on it being spent on 
schemes to bring new busi¬ 
ness into the town centre. 

The barrows would be in 
use from March to Decem¬ 
ber and taken out for refur¬ 
bishment in January and 
February. 

Traders would pitch ideas 
to the NRA and the group is 
hoping to run a competition 
offering free rents for a year 
on one of the barrows. 

Discussions are under 
way with Forest Heath 
District Council 
about what sort of 
licenses the bar- 
rows might need.

Cliff, 93, sets off on a 
journey to remember 


A BRAVE prisoner of war is mak¬ 
ing an emotional pilgrimage to 
the site of his internment. 

Cliff Burgess, of Fordham, has 
set off on a trip to Thailand to 
where he was held for three and 
a half years during the Second 
World War, along with 32 other 
former prisoners from the Japa¬ 
nese prison camps. 

The 93-year-old is making the 
journey along with his wife Doris 
and daughters Sandra and Mandy 
in the lead up to Remembrance 
Sunday. 

Mr Burgess was in the Royal Ar¬ 
tillery HAA (Heavy Anti Aircraft) 
when he was captured and be¬ 
tween February 1942 to August 
1945, he worked on the ‘Death 
Railway’ and the Wampo viaduct 
in Thailand, which still stands. 

Of the trip, he said: “It will be an 
experience, I don’t suppose very 
much will be the same as when I 
was in a prison camp. 

“The memories will be there 
which will most likely be the cem¬ 
eteries, where most of my friends 
are that did not make it back.” 

Mr Burgess will even ride on the 
Burma railway - the same railway 
he helped build. It was known as 
the ‘Death Railway’ as more than 
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90,000 Asian workers and 12,300 
Allied prisoners died during its 
construction. 

He said: “You never forget it, you 
wouldn’t forget it, it’s something 
that sticks. 

“You had to deal with every¬ 
thing that was going on while you 
were there and you couldn’t do 
anything about it. You just had to 
grin and bear it and take it. 

“If you could fight back it 
wouldn’t have been so bad, but 
you weren’t able to do that.” 

When he returned in 1945, Mr 
Burgess’s brother-in-law helped 
get him a job on the railways. 

He joked: “I had helped build a 
railway while I was in Thailand so 
I was fully trained.” 

He married wife Doris in 1946, 
and the couple had their first 
daughter just a year later. 

As well as going back to the 
scene of their imprisonment, the 
veterans will mark Remembrance 
week by attending services in Sin¬ 
gapore and a service at the Kan- 
chanaburi War Cemetery, close to 
the River Kwai and the Thailand- 
Burma Railway Centre where they 


will be accompanied by the Brit¬ 
ish ambassador. They will also be 
hosted by Royal Navy ship HMS 
Daring during their tour. 

The trip is organised by Re¬ 
membrance Travel - the Royal 
British Region’s travel arm - and is 
being partly funded under The Big 
Tottery Heroes Return scheme. 

RBF battlefied tour guide Gerry 
Norden is leading the trip and said 
it was “a privilege” to be part of it. 

The former policeman is also le¬ 
gion branch secretary and a mem¬ 
ber of the National Welfare and 
Remembrance Association for Far 
East Prisoners of War (NFFWRA). 

He said: “The veterans are very 
courageous to be making the trip 
at their age, particularly when you 
consider the distance, long haul 
flights, climate and heat that they 
will be coping with. 

“But they are determined to 
make the journey and pay their 
respects to comrades who did not 
return, and it will be very poignant 
for them at Remembrance time. 

“It’s a privilege for me and my 
colleagues who have planned the 
tour to be able to help make it 
possible.” 

The group will return home 
from their trip on November 17. 


Alcohol 
free zone 
moves on 


PFANS to create an alco¬ 
hol free zone in the High 
Street have taken a step 
forward. 

Newmarket Town 
Council first discussed 
setting up a zone - or a 
Designated Public Place 
Order (DPPO) - more 
than a year ago in the 
High Street and sur¬ 
rounding streets. 

DPPO’s do not forbid 
drinking in public, such 
as in a pub garden, but 
give police more powers 
against alcohol-related 
anti social behaviour. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, 
chair of the town coun¬ 
cil’s community services 
committee, said: “The 
proposal is to go to Forest 
Heath District Council to 
agree on the consultation 
process. It will go before 
council on November 20 
with the recommenda¬ 
tion that the public con¬ 
sultation takes place.” 

Officers will be able to 
use the powers to confis¬ 
cate booze or ask people 
to vacate an area.

Town MP is thrifty with his energy bills 


NEWMARKET’S MP was one of the 
lowest claimers for energy bills in 
the region. 

An analysis by the Sunday Mir¬ 
ror found more than £1,000 was 
claimed by MPs in the Cambridge 
region in the last year for energy 
bills in their second homes but 
West Suffolk’s Matthew Hancock 
only claimed £48.84 that year. 

The biggest spender in the re¬ 
gion was Sir Jim Paice, who repre¬ 


sents South East Cambridgeshire, 
claimed £529.03 while Julian Hup- 
pert, who represents Cambridge, 
claimed £120.59. 

Cambridge city Cllr Kevin Price, 
who represents King’s Hedges for 
Labour, said it was “just not right” 
that parliamentarians could have 
electricity and gas at their second 
homes paid for by taxpayers, while 
ordinary families struggled with 
soaring bills. 


Mr Hancock said: “The system 
needs changing but taking advan¬ 
tage of it just because it is there is 
also wrong. 

“I am a strong supporter of MPs’ 
spending being transparent. 

“To represent West Suffolk ef¬ 
fectively I have to live in both the 
constituency and London, but I try 
to keep bills to the taxpayer to the 
absolute minimum and I pay most 
of the electricity bill myself.”

It's your chance 
to have a say 

ON Wednesday, October 30th, I 
spent an interesting couple of hours 
watching proceedings of Forest 
Heath's Local Plan Working Group 
at the council offices in Mildenhall. 
The group were considering 
proposals regarding future housing 
and other developments to produce 
a blueprint which is then subject 
to consultation i.e. Mr, Mrs, Ms, 

Miss and Master Bloggs - YOU - 
may criticise, comment and make 
suggestions on the blueprint which 
councillors (and officers) have 
produced for YOUR consideration. 
Cllr Rachel Hood, who, as 
President of the Racehorse Owners 
Association etc, was concerned 
about the effect developments in 
Newmarket might have on the 
racing industry. 

Several times during the meeting 
Cllr Hood informed her colleagues 
that she knows racing "back to 
front". Unfortunately she may be 
right. 

Hopefully, however, she may, in 
time, realign her thoughts and 
knowledge on the racing industry 
and other associated town and 
district matters in a more positive 
direction. 

Ms Hood was concerned that 
the 7,000 housing target for the 
district and the 1,242 target for 
Newmarket were both excessive. 
She was, I believe, "appalled" 
that 700 houses might be built on 
Hatchfield Farm and 260 on George 
Lambton playing fields, the latter on 
condition that existing recreation 
areas are replaced. 

Cllr Hood suggested that the 
Newmarket target be reduced to 
about 600 over the next 10 years 
before building a second 642. The 
Officers informed her that this was 
indeed the plan already. 

I am not sure whether my former 
fellow District Councillor Robin 
Millar was playing the Racing Policy 
veto card or not but he seemed 
to be suggesting that Queensbury 
Lodge should be re-established as a 
racing yard. 

Cllr Hood appeared to agree with 
this idea so it might be that John 
Gosden Racing LLP could buy the 
property, refurbish the old house 
and the cottage and use the old, 
dilapidated stables instead of the 


excellent facilities at Clarehaven. 

Or maybe not. 

Anyway, enough of frippery. The 
consultation period enables ALL 
Forest Heath residents to comment 
on the proposals and say how 
YOU want Forest Heath to develop 
and progress. Do not ignore this 
opportunity.

Few calls during 
firefighters strike 


ONLY a handful of emer¬ 
gency calls were made 
during two fire service 
strikes this week. 

Firefighters walked out 
across the county on Fri¬ 
day night and on Mon¬ 
day morning as part of 
a long-running row be¬ 
tween the Fire Brigades 
Union (FBU) and the 
government over pen¬ 
sions. 

Suffolk Fire and Rescue 
service (SFRS) respond¬ 
ed to two calls during the 
strike on Friday evening, 
one of which was a false 
alarm. 

A SFRS spokesman 
said the strike went 
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“without incident”. 

Over the border in 
Cambridgeshire, five 999 
calls were answered on 
Friday night and one call 
was taken on Monday 
morning. 

Chris Strickland, Dep¬ 
uty Chief Fire Officer 
at Cambridgeshire Fire 
and Rescue Service said: 
“Although the service we 
were able to provide to 
residents during the in¬ 
dustrial action was sig¬ 
nificantly impacted, we 
were able to use our own 
staff and fire engines to 
respond to all 999 calls. 


“We have a legal duty 
to provide a service to 
the community and we 
were able to do so by 
drawing on our on-call 
staff, along with senior 
support staff and our 
operational officers from 
across the service.” 

He thanked members 
of the public for taking 
precautions during the 
hours of the strike. 

FBU general secretary, 
Matt Wrack, said: “The 
next step forward for 
pension negotiations is 
simple and achievable. 

“If the government is 
serious about firefight¬ 
ers being protected from 


being sacked without ac¬ 
cess to their pensions as 
it claims to be, why won’t 
it draft the pension regu¬ 
lations accordingly? 

“The threat of fire¬ 
fighters facing the sack 
without access to a full 
pension as they get older 
is only one aspect of our 
campaign, but discus¬ 
sions could move for¬ 
ward quite easily with 
this simple step.” 

Another strike has 
been announced for 
Wednesday, November 
13, between 10am and 
2pm.

those who wanted to cel¬ 
ebrate it to do so appropri¬ 
ately, whilst enabling peo¬ 
ple who did not want to be 
involved to be left alone.”

TEENAGE girls who claimed they 
saw a woman being bundled into 
a car now say the victim was not 
forced into the vehicle. 

Police launched a major inquiry 
and set up a cordon on Thursday 
in Granary Road, Newmarket, af¬ 
ter the pair said they saw a man 
seize a woman and force her to 
get into his vehicle on Wednesday 
evening. 

Following further interviews, 
Suffolk police said neither girl 
said they had seen the woman be¬ 
ing forced to get into the vehicle, 
but both said they saw a man grab 
a woman, who shouted for help. 

A force spokeswoman said: “Ex¬ 
tensive enquiries have been car¬ 
ried out over the past 24 hours to 
locate or identify either of these 
people, including viewing of 
CCTY house to house enquiries, 
speaking to residents and those 
who use the road and vehicle 
checks. A cordon in the area has 
now been lifted following a foren¬ 
sic examination of the scene. 

“Police still have no corre¬ 
sponding reports of any missing 


young women and no one has so 
far contacted officers to give in¬ 
formation about who the woman 
or man are. Police are continuing 
to urge anyone who was in the 
area around this time to get in 
touch as soon as possible, regard¬ 
less of whether you think you saw 
anything of use or not.”

Prospective buyers are urged to 
check MOT certificates, service history 
and V5 registration documents as 
well as price value guides and finance 
history.

Inquest hears of 
tragic death of 
woman on A14 


A 31-year-old woman died 
when the car she was a pas¬ 
senger in hit a broken down 
lorry and span out of control 
on to a dual carriageway, an 
inquest heard. 

Heather Panter, of All 
Saints Road, Newmarket, 
was being driven to work in 
Cambridge by her husband 
Oliver on January 17 just 
after 7am when their black 
Ford Focus hit a lorry parked 
on the edge of the A1303 
slip road onto the A14 near 
Swaffham Bulbeck. 

It then swerved 90 degrees 
into the dual carriageway 
and collided with two other 
lorries. 

Mrs Panter suffered mul¬ 
tiple injuries and was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene. 

Mr Panter was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s with severe 
injuries but the lorry drivers 
were unharmed. 

The inquest held in Wis-

bech on Wednesday heard 
how Mr Panter did not see 
a DAF lorry which had a flat 
tyre and was parked at the 
bottom of the slip road with 
its hazard lights on. 

His car hit the side of the 
DAF lorry, spinning into the 
main carriageway and into 
the path of a Mann lorry The 
Mann lorry swerved to avoid 
it and hit a Volvo lorry in the 
process which went into the 
central reservation. 

Dr William Morris, coro¬ 
ner for North and East Cam- 
bridgshire, said: “This is a 
very sad matter. Mr Panter’s 
attention was focused upon 
the main carriageway and 
he sadly failed to notice 
properly the stationary DAF 
lorry. As a result the Ford was 
rotated in a clockwise direc¬ 
tion of about 90 degrees can 
came directly into the path 


of the Mann lorry which was 
being driven in lane one of 
the A14.” 

Police investigators said 
road conditions were good 
and the weather was fine but 
cold. The sun had not yet 
risen when the collision oc¬ 
curred. 

Dr Morris recorded a ver¬ 
dict that Mrs Panter died as 
a result of a traffic collision. 

He said: “We have heard 
there were no faults in any 
of the vehicles which could 
have caused this collision 
and all the vehicles were dis¬ 
playing the correct lights.” 

Dr Morris added: “I wish to 
express my particular sym¬ 
pathy to Oliver Panter and 
the rest of the family.” 

Speaking after the inquest, 
her father Brian Panter said: 
“The coroner was very fair 
with how he handled this 
distressing matter and we 
are grateful for that.”

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Man killed 
by passing 


freight 

A MAN with a history of mental health 
problems died from head injuries after 
being hit by a freight train, an inquest 
heard. 

Alan Smith, 44, of Red Lodge, died at 
Kennett railway station on February 15 at 
about 9.15pm. He had been waiting for a 
train to Ipswich and had been dropped 
off by his niece’s boyfriend who returned 
to check on him and called for help when 
he saw Mr Smith lying on the platform. 

An inquest held in Wisbech on Wednes¬ 
day heard Mr Smith had a history of alco¬ 
holism, mental health problems and had 
attempted suicide in the past. However 
Dr William Morris, North and East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire coroner said there was not 
enough evidence to conclude Mr Smith 
had taken his own life. 

A post mortem report found Mr Smith 
had 277mg of alcohol in 100ml of blood 
as well as anti depressants including ser¬ 
traline and demoxepam which Dr Morris 
said was consistent with therapeutic use. 

Train driver Mark Davis was driv-

ing a freight train past Kennett at about 
9.15pm and said he saw what he thought 
was a sack of rubbish on the platform. He 
made a call for help at the next stop. 

Gary Matthias, of the British Transport 
Police, said blood and matter had been 
found on the side of one of the wagons. 

He said: “With the noise of the train 
coming through Mr Smith may well have 
moved from his original position and 
then been hit.” 

Dr Morris said it was not clear if Mr 
Smith’s death was an accident or not as 
no one saw him being hit by the train. 

Recording a narrative verdict, Dr Mor¬ 
ris said: “Alan Smith, who was in an in¬ 
toxicated state, was on the platform at 
Kennett railway station when he got too 
close to the edge of the platform with 
the consequence that he was struck by a 
moving train, or one of its wagons, sus¬ 
taining traumatic head injuries and dy¬ 
ing at the scene.”

6 . Pork sausages are mainly eaten as part of an 
evening or tea time meal at home (66% of the 
total consumed).

7. 31% of the sausage market is classified as 
‘premium’, 58% as ‘standard’, 3% as Tow fat’ 
and 8% as ‘economy’.

Gravity (I2A, 91 mins) 

AS misfortune stacks upon 
tragedy in Alfonso Cuaron’s 
deep space survival thriller, the 
film’s stricken heroine greets 
her seemingly inevitable demise 
with deadpan humour. 

"I hate space," she sighs, 
resigned to her terrifying fate. 

We hate it too by the heart¬ 
breaking conclusion of Gravity, 
which puts its lead character 
through the physical and 
emotional wringer as she drifts 
through that inky void, which 
will become her tomb. 

Scripted by Cuaron and his 
son Jonas, the film is lean and 
runs to a sprightly 91 minutes, 
most of which will be spent 
marvelling at the virtuosity of 
the camerawork, editing and 
spectacular visual effects. 

Avatar and Life Of Pi may 
have pushed the boundaries 
of 3D but Gravity propels the 
format into another universe. 

It is a film that demands to be 


seen on the largest possible 
screen, preferably IMAX 3D, 
which gives the impression of 
floating with the astronauts as 
they face life-or-death choices. 

Cuaron opens in silence 
with the striking orb of planet 
earth slowly rotating like a 
sleeping giant. Gradually, the 
Space Shuttle Explorer comes 
into view, docked close to the 
Hubble Space Telescope. 

Commander Matt Kowalski 
(George Clooney), a veteran 
of the space program on 
his final mission, provides 
encouragement to fellow 
astronaut Shariff (Phaldut 
Sharma) and specialist Dr Ryan 
Stone (Sandra Bullock), who is 
in space for the first time. 

Out of the blue, Mission 
Control orders Kowalski to 
abort the mission and return 
to Explorer: a Russian missile 
strike on a defunct satellite has 
created a debris cloud that is 
heading straight towards the 


crew's current position. 

As Steven Price's orchestral 
score reaches a deafening 
crescendo, razor-sharp debris 
rips apart Explorer, killing Shariff 
and hurtling Stone through 
space. 

If Kowalski cannot locate 
Stone before her dwindling 
oxygen supply runs out then 
that silence will consume her. 

Gravity employs the latest 
ground-breaking technology to 
realise Cuaron's startling vision 
of one woman battling against 
the odds in the one place that 
no one can hear her whimper. 

The complexity of the 
Mexican director's vision, and 
the effortlessness with which he 
realises it, are jaw-dropping. 

Oscar-winner Bullock delivers 
a compelling lead performance 
which might be her finest 
to date, struggling to keep 
her emotions in check as she 
prepares to be reunited with her 
dead daughter.

Slug it out 

with invader 


IMAGINE a Britain without vegetable patches, 
allotments or beautiful flower beds, where 
gardeners are unable to grow anything outside, 
knowing any plants will be ravaged by a foreign 
predator. 

This is, admittedly, a worst case scenario, but 
still not an impossible one, says 
scientist Dr Ian Bedford, head 
of entomology in the John 
Innes Centre in Norwich. He 
is leading a group of scientists 
in a project to monitor 
sightings of the Spanish slug, 

Arion vulgaris, a particularly 
aggressive and large slug 
(pictured) which breeds and 
eats at a faster rate than our 
native species and has so much 
slime on its body many native 
predators are put off. 

The scientists launched a 
website, slugwatch.co.uk, a couple of weeks ago, 
asking people to report sightings. Within 10 days, 
there had been 18,000 visitors to the site and 
more than 800 submissions, some reporting the 
Spanish slugs, Dr Bedford confirms. 

He says that the reports from the public may 
also give scientists an idea of whether 'Arion 
vulgaris' is breeding with native species to form 


a hybrid that combines the worst of the Spanish 
slug with the tolerance to frosts and cold from our 
own species. 

This year has generally been a bad year for 
slugs. Late spring frosts killed off a lot of them, 
but this may just be offsetting the plague that 
could follow - we need late 
spring frosts and early winters 
to kill off juvenile slugs to keep 
numbers down. 

Last year, however, was a 
different story as, following a 
mild spring and wet summer, 

Dr Bedford found Spanish slugs 
ravaging his own garden in 
Norfolk. 

"The only vegetables which 
survived the onslaught were 
parsnips," he recalls. "They 
attacked legumes, onions and 
chives. They ate broad beans, 
French beans and runner beans and were going 
to the top of the plants and eating them from the 
top downwards. I couldn't get carrots past early 
germination stage and the same with lettuces and 
beetroot. 

"All the potato foliage was eaten, although I did 
manage to harvest some potatoes, and the foliage 
of onions was also attacked, which resulted in

very small onions." 

He had evidence of Spanish slugs eating snails 
and even working their way through dog faeces 
and eating dead animals such as mice. 

Growing plants which slugs don't like may 
provide some solution for domestic gardeners, 
though. 

"The plants which don't seem to get attacked 
by slugs are the ones which have high levels of 
plant oils, such as rosemary, which has high levels 
of camphor, and lavender," says Dr Bedford. 

Other plants not favoured by slugs include 
azaleas, pieris, geraniums, mature shrubs and 
conifers, although Dr Bedford points out that 
last year Spanish slugs ate his buddleia and 
rudbeckias. 

Contrary to reports, slug pellets will kill Spanish 
slugs but because of their voracious appetite they 
will eat a lot of slug pellets before they die, he 
notes. 

It's better to go on slug patrol early morning 


and at dusk, preferably after rain, as these huge 
slugs are highly visible, and pick them off before 
putting them into a bucket of water containing 
detergent which will cause them to sink, he 
advises. Then dispose of them and bleach the 
bucket to kill off any bacteria. 

Winter digging may also help expose the eggs, 
which look like an off-white jelly about a quarter 
of the size of a pea. They are generally laid up 
to 5cm under the soil surface, or under logs and 
stones, or terracotta plant pots. 

Slugs are nothing new to gardeners nationwide. 
On average a UK garden is home to more than 
20,000 slugs and it is estimated that an acre of 
farmland can support more than 250,000 of the 
slippery creatures. 

The RHS takes a more cautious approach 
regarding how great a threat the Spanish slug is 
to our gardens. Guy Barter, head of RHS advisory 
service, says: "We are not clear what the threat is 
or how widespread it is likely to be. At this point

I RECENTLY had the rare opportu¬ 
nity to have a look at some of the cars 
available to buy in the UK - with the 
benefit that I could test them back to 
back, writes Chris Lilly. 

It is always difficulty to drive a car 
and compare it to a rival that was 
driven a few months before. So when 
the Society of Motor Manufacturers 
and Traders (SMMT) invites a num¬ 
ber of car companies to bring some 
models to a venue, it is a key date in 
the motoring journalist’s diary. 

To give you an idea of the breadth 
of styles available, I had the opportu¬ 
nity to drive models from MG’s new 
MG3 to the Bentley Continental GT 
Speed with just about everything in 
between. 

The first car of the day was at the 
very top of my list - the Range Rover 
Sport. The new model from Land 
Rover has been drawing widespread 
appreciation across the industry. 
It must be said that the sporty SUV 
tries to make a mockery of the laws of 
physics as such a big car should not 
be able to accelerate, brake and han¬ 
dle as well as it does. Remember too 
that all Land Rover models take the 
rough stuff in their stride when the 
driver decides to head off-road and it 
just makes the Range Rover Sport all 
the more impressive. 

I then went from one Jaguar Land 
Rover vehicle to another and hopped 
into the Jaguar XLR-S. It is quite sim¬ 
ply one of the best cars I have driven 
with all the practicality and luxury 
of a normal Jaguar XL - but with an 
engine which is a wonder of internal 
combustion. You can feel every one 
of the supercharged V8’s 543bhp and 
the engine offers an even more im¬ 


pressive 501 lb ft of torque. Those are 
normally the figures of a big diesel 
engine but this is a petrol powered 
uber-saloon that is extraordinarily 
rapid and makes a fantastic noise - 
like the rumble of a Spitfire with the 
background whirr of the supercharg¬ 
er doing its bit. 

After the Jaguar came a quick spin 
in the taut and precise Porsche 911 - 
a car that is celebrating its 50th anni¬ 
versary this year and has been engi¬ 
neered and refined to the extent that 
it’s difficult to compare it truly to any 
car on sale today. 

Just to mix things up a bit, and to 
give you a real sense of the variety of 
cars available on the day, after the 
three previous models, I jumped into 
the new Nissan Note. 

Not as powerful as the Porsche, 
the Note is of greater significance as

it represents a key new model in the 
Nissan range. 

Aiming to bridge the gap between 
the Micra and Juke, the Note is a 
mini-MPV that offers plenty of space 
in the footprint of a standard hatch¬ 
back. It has a range of economical 
engines and will be cheap to run so, 
combined with the practical nature 
of its interior, it will prove a good bet 
for families on a budget. 

Sticking with the family theme, I 
followed on from the Nissan with 
the excellent new Citroen C4 Picas¬ 
so. Airy, spacious and brilliantly de¬ 
signed, the Citroen has a cavernous 
interior and is a rare family car in the 
fact that Citroen has styled it to look 
good - a family car for those who still 
have an interest in what they drive. 

There was even a chance for me to 
drive the Chevrolet Camaro in bright 
yellow with black stripes. It looked 
fantastic and faintly silly in the UK, 
though it was me who looked most 
idiotic as I climbed into the Camaro’s 
seat on the wrong side - forgetting 
it was left hand drive. After I had 
walked round to the driver’s side 
with a sheepish grin on my face, the 
Camaro comes across as surprisingly 
charismatic - impractical but huge 
fun to drive. 

If I listed every car I drove during 
the SMMT day, it would take up most 
of the supplement but, with models 
such as the subtle but superb new 
Lexus IS300h, fantastic Lord Liesta 
ST, epic Mercedes Benz A45 AMG 
and hugely improved Jeep Grand 
Cherokee, there are plenty of good 
new cars about for buyers to take a 
look at.

Huff, 32, has enjoyed some good 
results during this year’s champion¬ 
ship in the All-Inkl.com Munnich 
Motorsport team’s SEAT Leon but 
a return to a manufacturing team 
will be a big relief to the Cambridge 
driver. 

The Lada Sport Lukoil team are 
relatively new to the series but Huff’s 
expertise, which has helped his 
current team record a win and two 
podium finishes, will play a big part 
in their development. 

“I’m delighted with this new asso¬ 
ciation with Lada Sport Lukoil and 
it’s a massive thrill to be back with a 
manufacturer,” he said. 

“It will be an honour to work with 
such an ambitious and hard-working 
group of people who share my vision 
for the future. 

“I’m determined to emulate the 
sort of success I had previously with 
Chevrolet, taking LADA Sport to the 
top in theWTCC. 

“The team is still fairly new to the 


championship and I hope to be able 
to use my knowledge and experi¬ 
ence to make an active contribution 
towards building a championship¬ 
winning outfit.” 

The news was announced shortly 
after the two WTCC races in Shang¬ 
hai China. 

Huff held off former Chevrolet 
team-mate Yvan Muller to finish 
fourth in the second race and was 
denied third only by a spirited effort 
from Norbert Michelisz in a Honda 
Civic. 

In the first race, which started un¬ 
der a safety car because of wet condi¬ 
tions, Huff finished sixth. 

The Lada team made their WTCC 
debut with the Lada Granta this year 
and will be working closely with 
French outfit Oreca to develop a re¬ 
vised version adhering to the WTCC’s 
new technical regulations for 2014. 

Team boss Victor Shapovalov, said: 

“We’re very happy to have such a tal¬ 
ented and experienced racing driver 
as a part of our team. 

“Lada Sport Lukoil has made sig¬ 
nificant progress since the start of 
the season. Through the current sea¬ 
son, we have proved that the Lada 
Granta car is capable of being in the 
top 10 and fighting for top five posi¬ 
tions. The competitive car together 
with the excellent driving skills of 
Rob Huff can contribute much to the

RED Cadeaux was a heroic runner-up once 
again as British-trained horses filled two 
of the first three places in the Emirates 
Melbourne Cup. 

But best-laid plans to finally crack the 
great Flemington handicap must wait yet 
another year. 

As much as the nine-strong European 
challenge was reckoned to be the strongest 
assembled, in the end Fiorente, who used to 
be trained in Newmarket by Michael Stoute, 
went off favourite. 

And he beat Newmarket-based Ed 
Dunlop’s Red Cadeaux by just under a length. 

Luca Cumani’s Mount Athos ran a huge 
race as jockey Craig Williams weaved his 
magic to make it to the inside from tricky 
stall 22, while Ryan Moore snatched fifth on 
the Marco Botti-trained Dandino. 

Red Cadeaux was beaten by a nose in the 
2011 Cup and had looked a shadow of his 
former self this season, but he came alive on a 
scorching afternoon. 

Dunlop said: “I was so disappointed with 
his last run in Ireland and I was calling this his 
‘zimmer frame’ tour, but as soon as he gets on a 
plane he’s a different horse. 

“It was as good a ride as you’ll get with¬ 
out winning the Melbourne Cup and he has 
run as well, if not better, than when he was 
second two years ago. I’m so proud of him. 

“He’ll go to japan and Hong Kong again, 
and maybe he could still come back 
next year.” 

Cumani has thrown everything he has at 
the race but was only placed yet again, and 
owner Dr Marwan Koukash said: “With a 
better draw I think we would have won. 
We’ll try again next year with this horse and 
possibly one more.” 

Dandino, who lost his place mid-race 
before coming with a renewed challenge in 
the straight, will now go to Sha Tin. 

A spectacular two days at the Breeders’ 
Cup for Europe was capped by two more 
winners on a Saturday night to remember for 
Ryan Moore. 

The Newmarket-based former 
champion jockey was at his brilliant best in 
landing the Filly & Mare Turf on Dank for his 
boss Sir Michael Stoute. 

And bettered even that effort when 
flying late to snatch the Turf on 
Aidan O’Brien’s aptly-named Magician, 
denying William Buick and The Fugue. 

O’Brien relished his fourth win in 


the race and said: “Ryan gave him a 
wonderful ride - a big ‘well done’ to everyone 
involved, and especially to the lads for letting 
me move him up to this trip.” 

Moore, riding his fifth and sixth 
Breeders’ Cup winners, said of Magician: “I 
had him in a lovely rhythm, nice and relaxed 
and I think he must be one of the best horses 
I’ve ever ridden. 

“He’s got an awful lot of speed, and even 
though we had to come wide he really 
picked up.” 

Defeat was too much for Buick - 
unlucky on The Fugue in the Filly & Mare last 
year - who was in an emotional state when 
led back to the jockeys’ room by owner Lady 
Lloyd Webber. 

Gosden said: “He did everything right, but 


Aidan’s horse came wide and was having its 
first run since june, which made him difficult 
to assess. But I was delighted with the way 
my filly ran and hopefully she will come back 
next year.” 

Winner of the Beverly D. Stakes at 
Arlington on her previous visit to America, 
the Sir Michael Stoute-trained Dank made it 
a European one-two in the Filly & Mare Turf 
by beating Romantica by half a length in a 
record time. 

It was a sixth Breeders’ Cup win for Stoute 
and a second in the Filly & Mare Turf after 
Islington in 2003. 

Stoute said: “We came here with very high 
hopes and coming second or third wouldn’t 
have been very good - in fact I think she 
should be unbeaten and if I am allowed to 


keep her next year she will show how good 
she is.” 

Outstrip, trained by Godolphin’s 
Charlie Appleby, beat Aidan O’Brien’s 
Giovanni Boldini by half a length to win a 
thrilling juvenile Turf. 

Godolphin racing manager Simon 
Crisford said: “It’s a great day for Sheikh 
Mohammed and Godolphin, that is our fifth 
Breeders’ Cup winner. 

“This horse was bred by Sheikh 
Mohammed and is by one of the most 
fashionable sires around (Exceed And 
Excel). The one thing Outstrip has is a turn of 
foot and he loved that fast ground. 

“I imagine he will remain in 
Newmarket over the winter to be prepared 
for the Qipco 2000 Guineas.”
